Before  looking  over  our  list  for  1939-40  we  wish  to 
convey  to  you  these  few  words  and  letters  from  our 
grower  friends  as  to  just  what  they  think  after  growing 
our  sweet  peas  and  other  flower  seeds. 

In  order  to  get  our  seeds  to  such  a  high  standard, 
we  spend  many  hours  in  our  field  trials  each  season; 
eliminating  some  trials  at  once,  holding  others  over  for 
another  season,  and  trueing  others  that  are  not  up  to 
standard.  This  task  is  very  pains-taking  and  no  hap¬ 
hazard  methods  are  used.  The  eliminating  process  is 
J  continually  going  on  each  season  and  nothing  but  the 
best  of  the  best  reaches  you. 

,  Improvements  are  continually  going  on.  Just  at 
present  we  are  running  two  types;  the  foremost  is  the 
long  stem  and  vigorous  type  which  we  chose  to  call  the 
Reddick  type  and  of  which  the  variety  Mrs.  H.  S.  Reddick 
is  the  fore-runner.  This  type  also  has  the  ability  to  hold 
buds  better  during  cloudy  weather  and  you  will  pick 
flowers  from  these  when  you  will  have  no  flowers  from 
other  sorts. 

The  other  type  is  the  Colossal  type  with  the  extra 
large  flowers  of  which  Colossal  Pink  and  Rose  Flare  are 
the  fore-runners.  Flowers  are  gigantic.  These  two  types 
are  the  highest  development  in  sweet  peas  today  and  in 
the  next  two  years  we  will  have  a  full  line  of  all  colors  in 
both  these  types  which  are  best  for  growers.

Culture  Suggestions 

Work  soil  at  least  18  inches  deep;  use  liberal  amount 
of  well  decayed  manure.  Cow  manure  is  best.  Use 
sprinkling  of  lime  and  bone;  Soak  seed  in  water  for 
about  24  hours  or  until  swelled  up  and  then  plant  about 
IV2  to  2  inches  deep  in  a  well  firmed  soil  that  is  good 
and  moist,  but  not  sticky.  (DO  NOT  SOAK  WHITE 
SEEDED  VARIETIES). 

In  recent  years  a  copper  oxide  preparation  has 
frequently  been  dusted  on  sweet  pea  seeds  to  prevent 
damping  off,  the  same  proving  very  satisfactory.  This 
can  be  procured  at  most  seed  stores  under  various  names. 
Inoculation  of  seed  is  also  highly  successful. 

Peas  will  not  do  well  in  too  loose  a  soil.  Plant  one 
inch  apart  and  later  thin  to  about  six  inches.  Do  not 
water  until  seeds  have  begun  to  germinate.  After  ger¬ 
mination  has  taken  place  give  a  good  soaking.  MOST 
FAILURES  ARE  CAUSED  BY  WATERING  BEFORE 
SEED  HAS  SPROUTED.  If  weather  is  hot  use  some 
kind  of  shading.  Protect  young  plants  from  birds  out¬ 
doors.  Look  for  Green  Aphids  regularly  as  this  insect 
is  the  worst  enemy.  Spraying  with  nicotine,  one  part 
nicotine  to  400  parts  water  with  spray  gun  is  best.  There 
are  also  many  other  good  insectisides  which  are  excellent 
for  the  control  of  Aphids.  Give  young  plants  substantial 
supports  in  order  that  they  may  climb  and  produce 
good  flowers.  Poor  flowers  with  crooked  stems  are  worth¬ 
less,  Liquid  manure  feeding  after  they  come  in  bloom 
will  lengthen  the  flowering  period  and  produce  better 
flowers.  Pick  all  flowers  as  this  also  lengthens  the  flower¬ 
ing  period.  Always  keep  the  surface  earth  loose  and 
never  allow  a  crust  to  form.  If  grown  indoors  keep  ven¬ 
tilators  open  to  keep  the  air  as  dry  as  possible.  A  house 
that  is  kept  damp  and  sultry  will  cause  too  much  growth 
and  the  sweet  peas  will  not  bloom  as  soon  as  they  should, 
and  then  will  begin  to  bloom  too  high  up.  Early  sweet 
peas  usually  bloom  from  75  to  100  days  after  seed  is 
planted.
